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1. ‘The Chinese Communist Government hus not been able to sere highly qualified 
and connetent persons for the take-over of Ganton. While YEH Chien-ying and 
CHtZN Keng are regarded as higily commetent leaders, the balance of she 
liberation personnel is of low caliber. Vor exarmle, LI Fan=fu (= HM, &. ). 
vho is next to YEH and CH'EN in influence on the Corrission, has had no other 
significant administrative exnerience than menbershin on the Mench'’ang Mili} 
tary Contre] Commission. It is irmossible to gend more analified versons from 
other places libernted earlier, because they are needed to keey solne vorie 
already begun, 


Be Although competent leadership is snread thin, varticularly nersons vith 
tecnanical and administrative training, the Communists will emioy only trusted 
varty nerberg in imsertant nosts. The »rincin’ws folloved in selecting »ersons 
for imoortant nosts are, in orter of immortance: ideological consistency in 
terms of COP doctrines; affiliation with the ec +3 of the Party and, technical 
skill. It is felt thet technical skille can be readily accuired by nen in 
resnonsible nositicns, as may be recuired. Until « nev bureaucracy is trained 
in the schools, the resent administrators will continue as best thev can, 
rel; ing on the atvice of Seviet technicians ani sfvisers. This nrosess 
doubtless delays reforms ond chenze, but is is essential that ‘7.74 be no 
over~rellance on noneCorrunists in order to safeguard the lendershi» of the 
narty. 


3. The Communists feel in creat need of the continued existence of wrivately 
supported educational institutions, for the new government wil’. not be able 
to sunrtort such institutions for some time to come. There will be no inter- 
ference with nrivate schools unless "dissenting elements get out of hand." 


h, The stamlard of living of efiucational vorlers is to be raised, and 2ducators 
ag a Class will receive >etter trentment than other clases, for "Cor-unisn 
is not egalitariansi~, and eiucators are nesded. No educator's nst history 
will be held against him, if he will be anti-feudal, antiei-nerialistie and 
will supnort the Party. Organs of Party intoctrination, inclwiing “self= 
criticism" groups, will be set un in the faculties of all sehaols. 


50 The Party is setting un “universities” to trenin stiwlents for noligical verk 
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of various Kinds. This is a termorary emergency measure, desiened to recruit 
and train versonnel needed in the Initial stnges of the take-over. These 
institutions have been called “universities" only to attract students. Is 

is admitted that the trrining -iven therein is sunerficial at best. When 
nersoniel trained oy regualr universities is available, the nersoug trained 
in these temvorary schools will be re~educated or discharged. Fourteen 
hundred students have been recruited and entered in the temoorary “aniversity" 
for volitical workers in Ganton. Of these, 40 volunteered from Lingaam 
University. Of this 40, one was a B stuitent, three were C stude:.’- and the 
balance were not doing sassing work. 


The Communists discipline students who are not amennble to the tual faculty 
controls. Since the occupation of Canten, students who have quarrelled with 
Taculty directives have been referred to the Canton Military Control Commission. 
In each case, the Commission has taken the side of the faculty. 


The main theme of COP vronsganda in Canton is Sine-Soviet friendshiv. This 
line is stressed in the press and in virtually all mblic statenents of 
Communist leaders. More intensi~e indoctrination is achieved throagh the 
SinoSoviet Fraa:iship Association. 


In developing this theme, there is tremendous emnhasis on the might and 
cower of the USSR. There is particular stress on the idea that the USSR 
leads in modern science and “echnology, and so masters ¢he world. ‘his has 
& Very great anneal to the average Chinese, and the idea is driven home by 
illustrated literature on Soviet scientific arhievements, as well as by 
excellently contrived motion vicivres, which are widely available and widely 
shown. : 
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
